the United States. 


Instructive rnota from nn 
~ Sourco— How Kitchen Cji-ls Aro Treat- 


ed by Their nltstrosses— TJioii1 


WngoB and Room*. 


An Irish servant girl who has boon in tho 


United States for a period of six years con- 
tributes the following article to a recent 
issue of tho Epoch: I have lived out in this 
country for six years. I have had very 
good places, but do not feel contented hero 
and I would bo glad to get back to Ireland, 
I think most ot the girls think the same 
way. 1 have always made good wages, but 
money is not every thing. I save my money 
and so do most of tho girls I know, for wo 
never know when wo may have to send it 
homo to help tho old folks. Times are hard 
over there. And sometimes a girl Trill 
T/ant to bring out a brother or sister whom 
she thinks can do better over here. They 
mostly don't and wish they were back, but 
w* try to help them all the samp. 'As a gen- 
eral tiling, girls arc satislied with their 
wages, It is easy to change if they aro not, 
for there aro plenty of places. 


Somo girls do not save much, but spend 


most all their wages for finery. I do not 
think they know how to shop very well. 
They think more of how a thing looks t!un 
of the quality. I have lived where there 
was a cook, but I never hoard of her talcing 
any money from the store people for getting 
them to servo food to the house. I do not 
believe it is a general thing. The mistress 
attends to all those things herself. It may 
bo the case in very rich families, where the 
lady docs not want to be bothered with see- 
ing to any thing, as tho cook is more like a 
housekeeper. 


We got every other Sunday and every 


other Thursday off forourselvcs, from after 
fliunor or lunch in tho middle of the day till 
ten o'clock. I think ton o'clock is lato 
enough for a girl to bo out. I think they 
aro mostly all satisfied with their time off. 
You sco wo aro bettor off than shop-girls 
and factory-girls, who have to work all the 
timo, and out}' have their evenings to them- 
selves. Besides, I don't think housework 
so tircsorno as standing all day or running 
a machine, and it is healthier. 


In most houses girls aro allowed to see 


their friends at suitabic,timcs, but very few 
ladles like to have mon hanging around the 
Wrchon. I don't wonder at it, I am suro. 
Tho ludj* mostly comes down the last, thing 
at night to give orders for breakfast, or 
about tho washing, or something, and it is 
not very nice to moot a great hulking man 
sitting there and perhaps smoking, for they 
arc very f fee and easy. 


I liavo heard ;irls say that if they 


wanted male company they had to sco them 
out of tho hor.se. And that is bail, too, for 
it keeps them up late. 


The food we get is mostly goou, plain, but; 


good; but I have heard girls tell about 
places where they h»ve been where they 
scarcely got enough to eat, bad as it was, 
and that, too, in houses where you would 
think that there was tho best of every 
thing and plenty ot it. Somo people want 
to put all their money on their backs, and 
so, of course, the tablo suffers. 


I have known of people who had a splen- 


did house and furnished elegant, and al- 
ways dressed in tho height of tlio style, and 
yet tho table was tho meanest you ever 
saw. If they have such poor food them- 
selves of course tho girl can't expect any 
better. There was ono family who changed 
girls I'our or ilvo limes a month, and at last 
they couldn't got any body to live with 
them except a greenhorn right on" tbo vessel. 


There is a good deal of gossip goes on be- 


tween tho girls about tho people they live- 
with. 
All their affairs aro pretty well 


known. You sec, the girls don't havo much 
to interest them, and so they sort of tako an 
interest iu the concerns of tho family they 
live with. That is sociable girls do. Somo 
girls don't care a brass button about tho 
people so long as tlicy get their money all 
right. German and Swede girls aro like 
that. Irish girls arc moro warm-hearted, 
and it people arc land to them they lite 
them and will do a creat deal for them. I 
don't mean to say that it iy right to talk about 
the family outside, but sometimes n. girl 
don't think, and it comos out before sho 
knows it. Sho don't mean any harm. It is 
very hard tor people to keep things from' 
the girls. They arc around all tho time, and 
see and hear every thir-K almost. They gen- 
erally like tho gentleman of the house best, 
because he don't interfere with them. 


Girls don't say much about getting mar- 


ried even to each other. •! guess the most 
of them think they would have just as hard 
work then an they do now, and poorer places 
to do it iu. When they do marry sometimes 
they do wc'J, but often they have to get a 
place after awhile. Sometimes girls go to 
tho country with n family and before they 
come back get engaged to marry a farmer. 
That generally docs very well. 


Girls uo sot care much to take second- 


hand clothing from u mistress unless it is 
pretty nice. They rcay take it, but they 
won't wear it. 


Wages aro better than they have been for 


some years; a good girl of all-work gets 
twelve dollars a month. If sho can make 
desserts sho gets fourteen dollars. A good 
cook who cau do every thing gets twenty, 
and a French cook thirty dollars. There is 
always good help to bo had if people want 
to pay for it. Tho trouble is, some people 
think they cau got a good girl for most 
notliing. it is cheaper for them to pay 
moro and get a good one, for tlio cheap ones 
waste and break more than their wages' 
worth every month. 


A good girl makes a settled home. Sho 


does not like to change round. It is only 
tho poor trash who want to change in hope 
of bettering themselves.

celery through the sieve, and udd to the soup 
a. quart of boiling milk, in which, a table- 
Fpoonful of white thickening has been 
stirred.
